Change 

In September, when the throm- 
bosis struck, few believed he 
could, or would, run again.

DeKalb Faces Reality 
On Juvenile, Problem 


In presentments issued Monday, the 
DeKalb County Grand Jury takés an 
intelligent attitude toward the problem 
of juvenile delinquency. The fact that 
DeKalb has such a problem is not news, 
since headlines proving it have been all 
too common lately. 


The situation in DeKalb is a corollary 
to the county’s rapid growth. A decade 
or so ago the county was still largely 
rural with few troubles such as lack of 
recreation facilities. And then the process 
of urbanization hit with ‘full impact and 
the county had few precedents to guide 
itself. 

Problems upon problems multiplied 
with astonishing rapidity and there was 
little time to give to social planning 
which could have checked the juvenile 
delinquency problem when it first ap- 
peared. 

The measures proposed by the DeKalb 
jury are preventive—designed to correct 
the situations which contribute to de- 
linquency. These include a_ receiving 
home for juvenile delinquents, a special 
division for neglected children, police 
courses for handling teen-agers and in- 


creased spending for recreational fa- 
cilities. 
The issue is one which DeKalb 


County and its citizens must face. The 
solution lies in local action such as the 
jury proposes. It is a community project 
in which everyone has a stake. There are 
no one-shot solutions such as an ill- 
advised curfew law.

Is a Sound Suggestion 


Rep. Henry J. Latham, of New York, 
has introduced a bill which makes so 
much sense it likely has little chance of 
passing. 

Nonetheless we heartily endorse it 
and urge its passage. 

Rep. Latham would change the date 
of observance of several holidays so that 
said observance will always fall on Mone 
day. His legislation provides, for example, 
that if Washington’s Birthday, Memorial 
Day, Independence Day and Armistice 
Day do not fall on Monday they will be 
celebrated on the nearest Monday. 

This would produce more long week- 
ends for recreation and travel. It would 
also be of great help to all business and 
industry by eliminating the “split weeks” 
so often caused by these holidays. 

It‘ is a good bill and there is not a 
single sound reason for not cheering it 
through the House and Senate. But sensi- 
ble bills have trouble and we can hope 
merely for the best.

Tokyo Rose Has Paid 


For Her Broadcasts 


Tokyo Rose has been paroled after 
serving six years and two months of a 10- 
year sentence for propaganda broadcasts 
to American troops during World War II. 

Mrs. Iva Toguri D’Aquino was born in 
the United States, went to Japan shortly 
before the commencement of hostilities 
and remained there until she was re- 
turned for trial after the Japanese sur- 
render. During the war she broadcast to 
island and ship-bound American service 
men. She was widely denounced within 
the continental limits as a traitor but it 
is extremely doubtful if her broadcasts 
had any effect upon servicemen except to 
make their hometown disc jockeys look 
better than they actually were. 

By coincidence, one of Tokyo Rose’s 
fellow inmates was a woman known as 
Axis Sally, who was to the troops in the 
West what Tokyo Rose was to the boys in 
the East. 

The damage these women did the Al- 
lied cause probably could be contained 
in a thimble. But obviously their inten-

tions were bad and therefore the jail 
sentences. 

Cruel and unusual punishments are 
unconstitutional. But what better way to 
punish Axis Sally and Tokyo Rose than 
to sentence each to listen to tape record- 
ings of the other’s broadcasts for years 
and years and years?

Southern Bell Growth 
Shows Region’s Pace 


The Southern Bell Telephone Co. 
reports its greatest year of expansion in 
1955. This comes as no great surprise 
since the same story more or less has 
been the rule every year since the end 
of World War II. 

In Georgia alone 50,000 new tele- 
phones were installed during the past 
year, bringing the total number in the 
state to 721,000. This is 430,000 more 
than the total of 10 years ago—an ex- 
pansion of 148 per cent. The company’s 
133 exchanges in the state now employ 
10,423 persons. 

It is a fine report. The company has 
tried hard to meet the demands for serv- 
ice that parallels the general improve- 
ment in the Southern economy 

So great was the demand for tele- 
phone service last year that thousands 
of unfilled orders had to be carried over 
into 1956. This indication of progress is 
gratifying. 

Telephone users will find one dis- 
turbing aspect of the report—a hint of 
higher rates. Company operations, it said, 
showed less than adequate profits. Ex- 
pansion during a period of high costs 
resulted in a return of only 4.81 per 
cent on the investment. Under FCC rules, 
6 per cent is considered a fair profit. 

Telephone users, of course, hope that 
a rate increase will not be necessary. 
Knowing little of utility financing but 
knowing the permanency of the telephone, 
they hope costs of the expansion pro- 
gram can be spread over the years in 
such a manner as not to place an undue 
burden on present customers. 

There is understanding and appreci- 
ation, however, for the tremendous job 
that the company has done in expanding 
its services so rapidly. The telephone is 
an integral and necessary part of all our 
lives.

There Is Such a Thing 
As Being Too Efficient 


In a sound if somewhat belated move, 
the city has ordered the end of those 
roadside signs bearing flashing lights, 
signs which can so easily be confused 
with police car and ambulance signals. 

These flashers, some red, some amber, 
are as eye catching as they can be. On 
spotting them the motorists’ first reaction 
is to jam on his brakes, a triumph for 
the advertising man who dreamed them 
up but a deterrent to public safety. 

Police Chief Herbert Jenkins reported 
that such lights are popping up over 
Atlanta at an alarming rate. They are, 
and many a cautious motorist has worn 
his brake lining under the misapprehen- 
sion that the neighborhood laundry has 
been the scene of a plane crash and 
fire. 

These misleading beacons were a 
bright idea. But they were so good that 
they defeated their own purpose.

New Minimum Wage 
Goes Into Effect Today 


One of the-.best of things “federal” 
which has happened to Georgia and the 
South was the enactment of the minimum 
wage law. 

For decades the curse of the South 
was low wages. The fact of low, de- 
pressed, “docile’’ labor was used to bring 
all sorts of sweatshop operations to the 
South. In the 30s some of these ruthlessly 
operated “factories” developed into na- 
tional scandals, notably in Mississippi. 
Thousands of women, hired as “learners’’ 
at a few cents an hour, worked for two 
and three months, never to be paid a 
full wage because the fly-by-night “‘in- 
dustry” closed up and moved on. 

Not until the federal government 
adopted wage legislation did the South 
begin to build soundly and competitively. 

Some 100,000 workers in Georgia will 
be affected by the new minimum of one 
dollar an hour which goes into effect 
tomorrow. It applies to all employes who 
are engaged in interstate commerce or 
employed in producing a product which 
goes into interstate commerce. The help- 
ful reaction’ will be felt in all our con- 
sumer markets.

Assembly’s Real Failure Was 


| ts Subservience to Governor 


The 1955-56 Georgia General Assembly has now adjourned, and 
barring a special session—which no one expects—it has completed 


its record. 


To appraise the record propérly, it is necessary to remember that 
the Legislature met in three sessions. 


There was the regular 40-day 
session last year, following the in- 
auguration of the new administra- 
tion; the special tax-raising ses- 
sion last summer; and the regular 
session just concluded. 

That record is not one of out- 
standing accomplishment; but nei- 
ther is it as bad as it might seem 
upon first reflection. 

The major failures were in what 
the Legislature did not do, rather 
than what it did. 


In the 1955 session, 102 bills of 
general application were passed, 
but only a few were of importance. 
Principal constructive legislation 
was the creation of the Rural 
Roads Authority. 

The 1955 special session was de- 
voted exclusively to increasing 


taxes. 

The 1956 session points to segre- 
gation laws enacted as its major 
accomplishment. It also passed an 
all-time record high appropriations 
bill; and a punitive measure aimed 
at the newspapers of the state. 

One of the greatest disappoint- 
ments to the people of the state 
has been the Legislature's failure 
to seek to bring about economy in 
our state government. 

This session just 
billed as the ‘‘economy session.”’ 

‘“‘Economy’’ committees were 
appointed at both the 1955 sessions. 

Members of the committees spent 
many days in serious study of vari- 
ous phases of the state govern- 
ment. ;

the recommendations of the econ- 
omy committee which met last 
summer and fall. 

The committee made some 60 
recommendations. At least half 
never were introduced. A dozen 
others faded away in committees. 


Some few got to the floor. 


A proposal that counties be re- 
quired to pay more of the costs of 
schools was defeated. A recommen- 
dation to invest about 18 million 
dollars of idle state funds in inter- 
est-bearing ventures was lost in a 
House committee. A permanent 
economy committee was proposed 
—and defeated. A proposal for a 
fiscal officer for the Education de- 
partment was beaten down. 

There was a lot of talk about 
economy—but few tangible results. 

This past Legislature was note- 
worthy for its. subservience to the 
governor. 


It is obvious to even the casual 
observer that Gov. Griffin had 
complete control.

conventions and the presidential election. Southern political leaders, 
who are involved directly and national party leaders, who will become 
involved, are just beginning to wake up. 


It revolves about this question: 

What will the Southern states do 
at the Democratic National Con- 
vention and after that where will 
its voters go in the presidential 
election? 

Let us begin with the fact, just 
beginning to be realized, that 
Southern leaders as well as lead- 
ers from other parts of the coun- 
try face a new situation—an ac- 
complished fact, not a theory or 
something that just might happen. 

Hitherto, at two previous na- 
tional party conventions—1948 and 
1952—it was a theory that might 
possibly come to pass. 

Rebellion was provoked among 
Southern delegates when civil 
rights legislation was endorsed in 
the party platform. Nothing yet 
has been done about such legisla- 
tion, so it is still in the realm of 
theory. 

But now there are two accom- 
plished facts. 

First, there is the Supreme Court 
decision banning segregation in 
public schools, 

Second, and bearing directly on 
the political relationships of the 
Southern states to their federal 
government and, to national 
parties, is the interposition move- 
ment by which it is declared that 
states will not carry out the Su- 
preme Court decision. 

The legislatures of four Southern 

states—Alabama,

Georgia, South 


Carolina and Virginia—have adpot- 
ed interposition resolutions. The 
governors of two other states, 
Mississippi and North Carolina, 
have announced their intention to 
secure passage of such resolutions. 
And Gov. Shivers, of Texas, is ar- 
ranging to have the state Demo- 
cratic committee put the interpo- 
sition questions on the ballot in 
Texas’ primary for a referendum 
by the voters. 


What willbe the position of dele- 
gations representing Southern 
States which have “interposed” 
that they will not accept integra« 
tion? 

Will Southern delegations con- 
tent themselves with voting against 
the platform — or will they walk 
out? 

If they walk out, where will they 
and their people go? 

They hardly can go into the Re 
publican Party, since no one can 
imagine that party doing other 
than insisting that the Supreme 
Court decision is the law of the 
land and denying the doctrine of 
interposition—if, in fact, the Re- 
publican platform does not go be- 
yond that and make a positive is- 
Sue of what the Eisenhower. ad- 
ministration has done for integra- 
tion.

1. Drop frozen tails into boiling salted water. 2. When 
water reboils, begin counting time. 3. Add three to the number 
of ounces of the individual‘tail, and cook for that number of 
minutes. (For instance, boil 6-ounce tails 9 minutes. If tails 
are already thawed, boil only one minute more than individ- 
ual weight.) 4. To remove meat from shell, drench with cold 
water, cut off membrane with kitchen scissors and pull meat 
out in one piece. Flake. 5. Melt butter in saucepan, add milk 
and bread crumbs. Simmer two minutes. 6. Remove from fire. 
7. Add egg, salt, mustard, bitters and the flaked rock lobster 
meat.

“Dr. Crane, I am quite wor- 
ried,”” he confessed to me after 
I had addressed his high school 
convocation.

My, grandmother says ] 
will never go to htaven unless 
I am immersed clear under the 
water. i. 

‘But the church which I’ve 
been attending, thinks baptism 
by sprinkling is sufficient. 

‘“‘You’ve been teaching a Bible 


class for man¥*years, so what 
Would you recommend?”’ 
LOGICAL RELIGION 

My mother was in Horace’s 
dilemma when she was a teen- 
ager. She had been baptized by 
sprinkling and then listened to a 
religious orator who informed 
her she would go to Hell unless 
she was immersed. 


So she was baptized a second 
time by immersion, as have been 
millions of devout Christians. 

Many churches nowadays, 
however, leave it up to the new 
member and will accede to his 
wishes in the matter. 

Actually, we have often unduly 
stressed ‘‘form’’ in religion and 
have ignored the underlying 
“substance.” 

If a person is baptized by total 
immersion under the water, ob- 
viously this water bath does not 
wash away his sins, for water, 
-even though full of modern soap 
-and detergents, will not dissolve 
sins! 

Since the act,of baptism is 
thus purely a symbolical proc- 
ess, to indicate a change in the 
applicant's outlook, then many 
church members believe it

makes no essential difference 
whether a person is sprinkled or 
totally immersed or just has wa- 
ter poured upon his head. 


GREAT INFLUX 


Now I anticipate a great in- 
flux of rabid criticism for hav- 
ing the temerity to mention such 
a topic as baptism. P 

For when people can’t stand 
logical analysis, they immediate- 
ly try to maintain the status quo 
by stirring up mob psychology 
to intimidate the advocate of 
logic. P 

‘Moral indignation,” stated 
H. G. Wells, ‘‘is jealousy with a 
halo.”’ 

But a scientist should never 
be coerced by mob hysteria. 

“Always look a mob in the 
face,’’ stated John Wesley, and 
that’s what I have often done in 
this column as regards the pre- 
vious taboo that has prevented 
newspapers from releasing sound 
medico-psychological facts. 


RELIGIOUS SALESMANSHIP 


In our “college courses on 
“sales psychology,”’ we stress 
the value of presenting logical 
answers to prospects. People 
need facts. . 

And when teen-agers are dis- 
tressed or made neurotic by re- 
ligious ritual, then we have a 
right to analyze such ritual to 
see if it is correct or simply an 
antiquated heirloom of some mis- 
guided theologian of a previous 
century. 

John the Baptist started the 
policy of baptizing with water, 
but he said that Jesus baptized 
with the Holy Ghost. 

Jesus left»no word at all in 
the Bible saying Christians 
should be baptized by sprinkling 
or pouring or immersion. 

So teen-agers should recognize 
that different church leaders, 
and not Christ, are responsible 
for such symbolism. 


Every Physician 


Is Cancer Detector 


There has been an increasing 
demand for cancer detection ex- 
aminations during the past 10 
years. Some persons have the 
impression that this is a special 
procedure done only by special- 
ists and requiring equipment 
found only in the larger medi- 
cal centers. This is far from the 
truth, as every physician's of- 
fice can be a cancer detection 
center. 

The misconception stems from 
several sources. Cancer organi- 
zations, in stressing the impor- 


tance of adequate checkups, 
often publicize methods that 
sound difficult and revolution- 
ary. 

On the other hand, ve physi- 
cian tends to consider cancer 
only one of many serious dis- 
eases and in his thorough ex- 
amination he searches for heart 
trouble, tuberculosis, and 
Bright’s disease as well as can- 
cer. 

It is unfortunate that we do 
not have a blood or chemical 
test to detect the presence or 
absence of cancer. The major- 
ity of the tests that have been 
publicized may be positive in 90 
per cent or more of the cancer 
cases but they also are positive 
in a small percentage of patients 
free of malignant disease. 

These false positives lead to 
undue anxiety and unnecessary 
expense. Until a reliable test is 
discovered the on must 
rely upon the ostic meas- 
ures at hand. 

It has been said that cancer 
is diagnosed most frequently by 
physicians with “‘a high degree 
of suspicion.” When examining 


the skin, for example, they are 
not content to minimize a sus- 
picious lesion but recommend 
biopsy or surgical removal. 

On the other hand, they do 
not go to extremes by sugzgest- 
ing that everyone have a chest 
X ray every six months because 
of the danger of lung cancer. 
But patients with chronic cough 
are more likely candidates hence 
frequent chest X rays are sug- 
gested. 

The suspicious physician also 
is alert when indigestion devel- 
ops in a patient who has sel- 
dom been bothered along this 
line. If X ray discloses a shadow 
in the stomach wall, additional 
tests are recommended. 

Similarly, persistent hoarseness 
is not labeled chronic laryngitis; 
a careful study of the vocal 
cords is made. Bleeding after 
the manopause and the appear- 
ance of a breast tumor also 
mean a more thorough workup.
